The people of the Sate of California do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Section 66610 is added to the Education Code,
to read:

66610. The California State University shall comply with
Section 668.18(c)(1)(ii) of Title 34 of the Code of Federal
Regulations, as that section read on July 1, 2010. The Trustees of
the California Sate University may adopt regulationsto implement
this section.
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
